Vanderbilt  was  the  first  to  arrive 
On  the  field:  they  were  greeted  b.  a 
yell  of  applause  from  the  throngs'  of 
their  partisans.  As  they  advanced 
on  the  field  they  presented  a  magnifi- 
cent aspect  of- man  hood,  and  a  thill 
passed  over  the  ardour  of  not  a  lew 
of  the  Auburn  Rooters,  as  they  reab 
ized  how  much  the  Tennessee  boys 
out  weighted  the  Alabamians.
